U.S. SAYS TOO MANY 
CHICKENS IN EVERY BAG

The United States is the Weallhlest, 
most technologically advaneed country 
in the history of the world* In splie 
of this, as we know, milJlons of op- 
pressed people living in ibis country 
lack the hasic necessbins for survival, 
such as food, dothing, adequate rnedl- 
cal care, at decent housing. Black 
people, because of the racism weven 
iniu the very fabric of the American 
society 1 , have bad to bear the fuil 
brunt of ihls con trad iet ion* Despite nll 
the weaUh that the U.S* ruling class 
has accu mul atetl through Lis World- 
wlde theft of the people's resources, 
diere still seems to be ro limitation 
to U*S, gr eed, 

Recently, che U.$* Senate Agricultural 
Committee proposed an "egg mark et 
con trol bil ]''. The reasoning behind thi s 
bili Ls that egg prices on theconsumer 
markot are at s forty-year low. In 
o tb er words, che pri.ee of egga is tóo 
low to make the usuat capltalist pro¬ 
fil* Because of these "low" prices of 
eggs , the Senate wants to take mea- 
sures to "drive up" their monetary 
worib, The proposed method nf opera- 
tion in chis trim in al eonapiraey was 
to use the authority of tbe government 
to kill off hundreds of thousands of 
chickens at one tftne in a mass 
slaughter, co force up the prlce of 
eggs, 

According to the Senate Agrlculiural 
Committee, when the price of eggs 
falls helow che coat of productiun for 
at least threemonchs, rhenewly fortned 
"Egg Board" would then order the 
slaughter of thousands of chickens, The 
indiscriminate kiltlng of chickens 
makes no sensc to the many oppressed 
people who find it a struggle to pro¬ 
efde their families withadequate meals 
on a daily basis, 

The scheme of raislng the price of 


eggs corresponds with what the U.S, 
government has been doing all alung, 
Many U.S. farmers have become rfch, 
because the governnient has actually 
paid fhem huge sums of money not to 
grow certain loods or raise particu- 
lar animals* This has had the effect 
of keÉping those prices of the food 
not grown, along with the animale not 
raised, on the increase, in regards 
to the prices we have to pay on the 
rnarket, 

Al most simultaneous with tbe de- 
feat of this proposed bill, canie the 
sudden "disco very"' that the re was 
an out break of Newcasrte dlsease (a 
diseaiee Chat is fatal to Iaying hens, 
once contracted) in chickens on the 
west coast of che U.S, To the minds 
of many, Newcastle disease was 
nothing more chan a crcation on the 
part of the government, wbich, anti- 
cipacing the anger of ponr people 
when news of the "egg market bill" 
reached them, decided that a 
” chick en epidemie " was the best 
strategy to stil! raise egg prices, 
According to Jack Duboae, Presi¬ 


dent of the National Egg Company/ 
che price of eggs would noc take the 
usual post-Kas ter drop, since "As 
many as 1,5 mi 11 ion iaying, hens on 
ibe West coast have been infected 
or exposed to the disease." Ètrangely, 
this nrassive infectlon of Iaying hens 
was not notieed uncü after the bill 
was defeated on March 24th, in the 
Senate {the votc waa 4& to 23}* 

In che midst of all this, the Black 
Panther Party recently gave away over 
lü,üüü fuITbags of groceries, with a 
chicken in every bag, du ring the re¬ 
cent Black Communlty Survival Con¬ 
ference, on March 29th, 30rh, andSlst. 
This was dong because we onderstand 
the basic right of ali human heings to 
survive. It"s a stmpleformula; in order 
to live, y ou have toe at. The government 
destroys food in order to make a pro¬ 
fil* Can there be any other alternative 
than for us to struggle until our 
survival is firmiy secured?

gïuen awiy (with a chic ken in every 
bag) t along with some brand cïo- 
thing, I>uring the few weeks preceding 
the Pre e Food Give-A woy t p e opie hea rd 
abtmi uifiaf the Party uti;S going to do; 
but some people, who were mis-led by 
negatim images of the Party, por- 
trayed by (be media, didn f t be lieve it 
would be carried out * Önce the people 
saw the food was a reality, it was 
acceptêd with open arms, Some were 
af raid the Party would run owf of food; 
bui, as the trucks kept on coming, they 
feneio they woutd have at least a few 
happy meals oyer Nier Easterlïolidays. 

Over 2,000 free, full fcogs of gro¬ 
ceries were given aioa^ The food had 
been gat her ed throvgh donatie ns ftom 
businesses whïch depend on the Black 
commmity for their profits, Atso dif¬ 
ferent student grmtps participated in 
getting food , through hoving canned- 
food drives * The shidenf participation 
was astep t owards Irengthening $ludent- 
community re lotions hips. We thank aïl 
these yjtëp kelped make the Free Food 
Give-Away a succes 5 , 

Comrade Bob Rush of the Black 
Panther Party gave a s/tort presen- 
tation and encouraged every&ne to 
register to vote , In order for us ioob- 
iatn fuli and complete freedom we must 
use many tactics and stro legt es to 
change the wretched condüims mder 
which we are notc (tuin#» One of 
these metkods is through uur unified 
Black ij ote, In Ckicago, Black people 
are faced uith a very unique pro- 
klem , since Fritoard V * Hanrahari, 
the murderer of Fred llamptön ord 
Mark Clark ; and scores of of her Black 
people, won the nomination of the 
Democratie Party as States Attomey „ 
even though the majority of Black 
people didn r t vote for him.

TWO YEARS BEFORE "CONSPIRACY” 


The continuing fascist trial of Com- 
rade Angela Davis was filled wlth 
drama cm the part of Prnsecucor Al- 
bcrt W. Harrls, when , on April 7tb, 
1972,. he dumpcd eight gune ónto a 
table La the San JoseCouxtroom, seek- 
ing the psychoLogical effect of shocking 
Sister Angela's jurors inco believing 
Ehat sbe was aetually giiilty of the 
aces of rmirder, kidnap and cpnspiracy 
co murder. What Har ris neglected to 
revcal, which was brought out later, 
in testimony, was Chat only two of 
the eight guns spread out across the 
table were even registered to Angela 
Davis; the other six gun9 belonged to 
the Mar In County Pol Lee wbo were 
present at the Marin County Jail on 
August 7tb (1970)* He also neglected to 
mention that one of those guns was 
purchased in I96B, iwo years before 
the August 7th movement; and, the 
other, in 1969»

Angel a purchased weapons tof ree 
Comrade George Jackson from prison, 
The State of Califomia wants the

He stated that Angela 
gave hlm sufficiënt Identification co 
make che gun purchase, namely apass- 
port and driver’s Iteense, The re- 
quired Federal formSwisherfüledout, 
however, identiftes Sister Angela as 3 
Ft male negro"* Swisher passes cbisoff 
as a "miscake 1 ' on bis part» Another 
gun dealer, John Hltmpion, sa Ld she 
boughc an automatic pistol from him 
En January of 1963* Me furcher stated 
that Angela bad co Ld him she needed 
a weapon for self-proteciion {which 
would noc be unusual, for Black peo- 
ple are forced to buy guns, exercising 
our righi under the law, to protect 
ourselves from che numerous racist, 
pig attacks), For Comrade Angela, the 
need co defend her s elf would be more 
urgent, glven ebe fact that she had made 
many racist enemies hpenufie of hor 
open and active work for the Liberation 
of oppressed people, 

We shall not allow stich 3 beautiful 
sister as Angela 10 be railroaded to 
prison on the fabrications of a bandful 
of pigs* We, the people, have the power 
to stop tbe trial»

Jn respons tj to the call for wrtters 
to use their skills m the interest of 
the people, we received the articie 
printed below* We oppreciate ftrother 
Robert Seier*s concern for the people 
by tuming hïs talents tv ourinterests; 

In the seeond pari of Comrade 
Elainc Brown's interview wich Com- 
rade Augela Davis, wbiuh appcarcd 
in the Margh Uth issue of the Black 
Panther liuerccmmunal News Service, 
Angela indicatéd some reservations 
about the People's Kepubüc gf China 
in light of the Nbton visit to that 
country* Unfortunately, a number of 
pseudo-revolution artes, and revolu- 
tionaries as well, have condemned 
China, too. 

Ai this point, I would like to present 
my views of the Chinese positïon and 
at the same timerefuteChina's critics 
and offer some comraddy criticlsms 
to Angela, et al. 

The conclusions of Chiqa N § detrac- 
tors from the Lefc and "Left*' are 
incorrect because they origlnate from 
a false premise and are based on 
faïlacious reasoning. 

To begin with, Mixon showed an 
Interest in visitlng China and waa 
iherefore Invtted to eome which he 
aubsequently did, This is npt neces- 
sarily a betrayal of the revolution* 
Chairman Mao has long contended ihat 
China would seek peace and do busi¬ 
ness with the imperialist eounrries 
bot at the same time wooid -‘tiarbor 
no unreaïlstic notions about thenT', 
Keep in mind that lt was Nlxon who 
went to China, not vice-versa, lt was 
Nixoti who sat awe-atruck in the 
presente' of Mao Tee-tung, lt was 
Nixon who ogled at China's architee- 
tural splendor like a llttle child* lt 
was Nlxon who wanfced to talk* lt was 
Nixon wIk> was forced to reeognize 
the realiry of The Feople's Republic 
of China* And it was Nixon who was 
cajoled into agreeing to the Five 
Printiples of Feaceful Co-Existence 
among nations, formulated at the 
Bandung Conference of 1955, And 
this is good, bccauae now, certain 
■'non-aligned" countrlee who may 
have respected and/or feared U*S* 
Imperiallsrn, wül now sec lts true 
perfldioue and bellicose nature as lt 
viglates the Five Prmciplea, as it 
has already done* 

Obviously, the Chinese as well as 
we ourselveSj, reaüze that Nixon went 
to China to present the IMAGE of a 
peace maker, to bolster bis re-eleo 
tion campalgn, and, if poesible, to 
open China up to U.5* monopoly 



Capital exploitation. lt is alsoapparent 
that the Chinese are not as naive as 
we (the revolution ar ie s) have heen led 
io bel levé; and that we have u'nder- 
ÈËiimated them. 

The crlticisnis of China are invaltd 
beoause the whole of the matter was 
not taken into consideralion whenana- 
lyzüig the situation* Most American 0 
(Irtcluding revolutionaries) derived 
their Information from the bourgeols- 
controlled media, wlt'h the views and 
interpretations of bourgeois "journa- 
HstK’ f as our guides, and on this we 
based our opinions (unfortunately). 
This Is why the critics are wrong* 1 
wonder how many of them have been 
readlTïg the Chinese Joumals such as 
Peking Review. and have beenllsrentng 
to Radio Peking? Without dging this, 
their view of China is incomplete* 

For some 50 years, Mao Tse-tung 
has 'v.'orked diligently and unremit- 
tingly for the Chinese revolution; the- 
orlzlng about lts many stages and 
evcntually carrying them through tn 
completlon, with the period of socia¬ 
list constructlon still in progrees* 
tt fc s been sald that in the 30*s and 
late 20‘s (the le an yeaxs of the Chinese 
revolution), Chairman Mao was right 
when mos t othe rs wer e w rong, in var ia - 
bly advancing along the correct path* 
depending upon the specific hlstorical 
ccmditions In China at a particular 
period in time. After half a century 
of struggle* a man like Chairman Mao 
does not arrogfvte hls principles over- 
nlght* 

Chairman Mao bas, in the past, 
supported the people’s struggle for

liberation üi the U.S* and has issued 
statements attesting to this in 1963* 
'63, and '70, to name some recent 
ünes* Obviously, Chairman Mao be- 
Hevea that at ibis point in time* 
Ghina*s current course is the best 
road to follow 10 ensure the auccess 
of the revolution. And it is not revi¬ 
sionist. 

tn 19 45* Mao Tse-tung went to 
Chungking, sat, tfliked, and toasted 
with Chiang Kai-shek* Did Chairman 
Mao betray the revolution when he did 
this? Certainlynot* Hcsimpiy realized 
logically that the People*s Liberation 
Army was not yet Gtrong enough to 
defoat Chiang. So hc sat and talked 
and stal led for time. Four yeara 
later he talked with a gun and sefzed 
the time* Chairman Mao knew exactly 
what to do and when to do lt* He 
moved with the ebb and flow of the 
struggle. He won; Chiang lost* The 
reallty of China at that time proved 
Chairman Mao correct, in view of the 
changfng world sïtuation, the Commu¬ 
nist Party of China must keep pace 

with the reallty of the sïtuation, or 
face the possibillty of becomtng obso¬ 
lete and anachroïiistic* 

Speaking of revisionlsm, 1 3ioticed 
that these critics aesaÜed China bur 
remained retlcent concenting the So- 
vlet renegnde clique* Shoutlng about 
imaginary Chinese revEalonlsm, but 
Ignoring Soviet backingof Indiaas Inva- 
ston of Fakistan* Obviously, the Soviet 
Union is endeavorlng tocarve the world 
into spheres of ltifluence - on e half for 
them and the other for the U.S. Lmperi-

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ELECTRONIC SOLDIERS CAN’T REFUSE THE DRAFT

Desplte all the fanfare, the Penta¬ 
gon^ mulii-bLILlon dollar "Electronic 
Bftttlefield*' Is not working, The new 
equipment allows the U,S. to wfthdraw 
ground combat troops from Tndochina, 
buE the axmed services are relying on 
overkill axiddevastation, not efficiency, 
to carry on the Indochirta war, 

The Bieciroiiïc EattleÉield, as re- 
vealed in Congressional hearings in 
late 1970, consisis of four types of 
equipment designed eq 'Tinei, üx t and 
fight" the enemy; sensors which sniff, 
haar sense heat, ampllfy llght, deiect 
movement or metal to find enemy 
trucks or men; navigational de vlees 
to guide plan es, bombs, and arrtllery 
co Eheir targets; computers io analyse 
the beeps frnin the sensors and coor- 
dinate the assauh; and radio Communi¬ 
cations to maintain contact among the 
sensors, commandersj computers,, and 
aircraft. 

The Electronic Batclefield was first 
conceived in 1966 as ebe "McNarnara 
Wall" or "Edsel Uns.” a barrier a- 
croas the Demilitarlzed Zone design ed 
ro prevent Nlortb Vietnamese infil- 
tration, The McNaniars Wall was a- 
bandoned in 1969 -- too costly and 
ineffective -- hut its systems and de- 
vlces today form the foundation of the 
Electronic Rattlefield. 

Pentagon officials have consistently 
claimed greai success with the nsw 
equfpment» bui reports from the ff el 
dispuie thla. 

Equipmeat which op c rat es welt in 
Siaceside laborator les breaks down in 
jungle heat or moisture, Air-dropped 
sensors of ten break on impact, and 
those thar dn not, perform on the a- 
veragé for ortly thirty days. Well- 
trained techmcians can operate the 
sophisticated devices with effect, but 
draftees and short-term offlcers have 
difflculty. The badly-trained Vietna¬ 
mese soldier* are even less compe¬ 
tent, As a veteran of Vietnam Lold me, 
the AR VN {Saigon troops) "don't even 
know how to kick a radio when it 
malfunctlons," 

The National Liher ai ion Front (NLF) 
and North Vietnamese troops, on the 
o rher hand, have dtscovered way s of de- 
ceiving the electronlc deviess, Bon- 
fires confuse heöt-detectlng devices, 
Sacks of urine confuse "people snif- 
ƒ pfx ,J Radar defects moving thlnga.

The biggesi usc of the Electronic 
Baulefïeld hes been aloug the Ho Chl 
Minh Trail, where an operation code- 
named Igloo White keeps track of enemy 
troop and truck movement, and compu¬ 
ters dispateh bonibere 10 "tnEerdict 11 
rhe tralL The massive bombing-- hls- 
Xnry's heaviest campatgn tt kes Ua 
toll, bui the planes move too fast, 
the ground is poorly mnpped, and ito 
one In the air knows precisely what's 
going on at ground level, The inef- 
fectiveness of Igloo White waa un- 
derscored by the Fehruary, 1971 inva- 
sion of Laos. Not only had the enemy 
Wlthstood the bomblng, but the trail 
defenses we re strong enoügh to de- 
vfistnte the elite ARVN attack corps. 

Why, then, does the Pentagon con- 
tlinie so rep!ace men with machines? 
First, it is financlally advant&geous. 
Though expensive, the machines in no 
way damage the American balance of 
payments (as overseas troop support 
does). AU the money is spent in the 
U.S. And unlike U.K. grounrt troops 
in Indochma, the machines are nor 
likely to refuse to perform assigned 
tasks. An opposition movement bas 
yet to develop among the engineers 
and scientists back home who con¬ 
tinue to develop and perfect the E- 
lectronie Battlefield,

We 
feit that if Berkeley Police were to 
become representatie of thinking in 
this communiiy, Chat it was easential 
that Citizen s observe the training pro¬ 
cess so as to be ahle co make sug- 
gesiions and give the Police Depart¬ 
ment Input from the community* 

'Wh en citizens and members of the 
city's Qwn personnel department began 
attending the training classes this 
week, they found out that they could 
not acLend the Chief's own oriemation 
tlass, nor could they sttend classes 
on clvl.1 dlKohedience, and warrant 
service. 


‘Furthermore, they were told that 
they woutd be excluded from classes

‘Kot coincidentally, these are all 
areas which have long been the great- 
est sou ree of controversy bet ween 
the commumty and the police depart- 
ment. The exclusion of local citlzens 
frum these training classes seems to 
comtflrm wfoat we have been saying 
for many years - namely that the 
Berkeley Police Department believes 
that U is nn entity unto iteelf and need 
not he respons ible to the people of the 
city. 

'The Chïef’s excuse for renegiüg 
on the origlnal agreement was thateach 
individu al afficer-instrutctor should be 
given absolute control over the struc- 
ture of their courses, 

'The police departmene's respon- 
atbllity is co the City Councü and the 
people of Berkeley, tf Chief Baker 
and the men teaching chese cours es 
cannot colerate the presenceóf Berke¬ 
ley clitzens and representatives of 
Council members, chen perhaps we 
need co conslder major changes in 
the police depar tintent, 

'As the Pentagon Papers so clearly 
showed, governmental sec ree y is 

never in the inieresis of the people. 
We want more Citizen participation in 
all aspeccs of government* The police 
departmenc* I asaume, is atill a compo¬ 
nent of Berkeley City govemment..

AFRO-AMERICAN BROTHER ENDURES PORTUGUESE ATTACK WITH FRELIMO GUERRILLAS 


For the past 7 years, the peopie 
o( Mozambique, the so-call&d Porna- 
guese overseaK province, have been 
struggllng for Uberacion from the 
colonialism tnflicted upon them by 
these T-uropcan seider colonists. 
linder the leadership of the Mozam¬ 
bique Liberation From (FRELIMO) 
they have been dcaling heavy blows 
to the N ATQ - hacked P ortu gucs e for ces 
in a proiracted war nf national libera- 
tion* 

The following artiele (the third and 
laat of a series), inside Liberated 
Mozambique, and photographs are 
reprinted with permission of The 
African World newspaper* the news 
organ of the Student Qrganization for 
Black Unity, in which they appeared 
in an exclusive 6 part series at the 
heglnning of this year« Due to the 
length of the article* The Black 
Panthcr Intercommunal News Service 
wlll only be ahle to excerpt Informa¬ 
tion from the article* to be presentcd 
In a 3 .part series* Ëecause our 
siruggle Is one, because we suffer

For the past tkree years 3 two 
brothérs from the United States - 
Bob Fleicher and Bob Van Lierop - 
had been planning an extended trip 
into Hberated Mozambique to do a 
film and lotal audio-mswal documen- 
tation of the FRELIMO stfuggle, in 
conjunct ion with Bent bak er Adjaii, a 
mU fmovm Atgerian photo-joumauzi. 
Shortly bef ore the trip was to begin, 
Adjaii öecame sick and FRELIMO 
officials extended to Sadaukaï the 
opporhmUy to go into Hberated Mo- 
zamhtque in AdjüU*s place* 



BROTHER SADAUKAt realized, in fact, 
that our oppressor is common # os he 
êndured attack by the Fortuguese with 
FRELIMO guerrülas* 


Sadauhai's trip was to have lasted 
16 days t bid because the column catne 
under attack from Portugvase troops 
and pkmes, the joumey lastêd instead 
32 day$. Along with Vm Lierop and 
Pletcher t Sadaidfüi wa-S among the 
first Afïicans from the U*S, to be 
faken into the liberated areas*** 

ATTACKED BY THE POR TUGUESE 

On the march with the FRELIMO 
guerrillas T each day would begin ai 
about 5:30 in the moming t tuften we 
would rise , tuasft up, eat breahfast 
and then talk briefly bef ore beginning 
the day* s activity. On the moming of 
Saturday't September llth, we we re at 
a hospital base in Nïassa province . 
We had spent that night and several 
others previously in the thatched sfraw 
ftt-ifs typical of Mozambican homes* 

It was a vety gray with 

heavy clouds overhead* I had been 
asking the brothérs and sisters ïf, 

became it was so cloudy and had rained 
the day before t the raitiy season was 
approaching. Suddenly tkere o 

sound' Jtftaf at first seemed like tfimder, 
I looked ouiside the ftuf andsatüpeopfe 
moving quickly about and scrambling, 
and then I ftnete it wws somethingelse. 

I laoked into the shy above my head 
and tl seemed to be fitled with fteit- 
copters and bombers. We were t atder 
air attack from the Fortuguese* 


Ordinarily one becomes acttiely 
dwerg of the soima of Portuguese 
plans S overhead , As much as a month 
after I fiad retumed to the United 
States t in fact t I someUmes /mmd 
myself automatically getting ready to 
move at the faintest sound of on 
otï^ione engine* Senses actuaUy de- 
velop that keenly. 

But somehow , bécause of the dark r 
tkick air t hadn*t keard or seen 
these planos as quickly as usmt and 
the Portuguese were uponus. 

I grabbed my camera t which was 
just oftoui all I had that was nof 
already with me. I had been wearing 
big-pocketed fatigue tromers which 
altowed me to keep all of my impor¬ 
tant things - a diary t exposed fUnt, 
malaria pitls* etc. - on me at all 
times. I did this because I remem- 
bered that a white journalist had 
gone into Angola earlier and come 
out empty handed simply because he 
had lefl hts notes muf olher malêriats 
on a table and wös tinofrïe ft> refneue 
them follótoïng a surprise bombing 
raid... 

The first persen I looked for was 
Comelio r our interprater, Duringsuch 
times a$ this attack, things are Slightly 
Jfliss organized than at ether times 3 
when all of FRELIMO's actiëns are 
meticuleusly worked out* Everything 
in tke base ues cleared out and 
packed uiffcin ten minutes and the 
people - men, wo»nen f children and 
soldiers were ready to move. With 
fft^s nroui^ of ffta^ pace t being neor 
sofneoTMï u?Aos« t«?rds could beunder- 
stood, uws indtspensaftïe* 

The general Partuguese strategy i$ 
s i mpla* They usc he licopiers, bombe rs 
and troops* Through strafing over the 
area, dropping handgrenades and later 
bombs f they try to pin down the 
people. Once they have done that, 
they wilt, if the ferrotn allows, land 
the troops and move in for a kilL 

The primary problem they face i$ t 
that like all invaders, they do nol ftnotu 
the terrein. Even with the aid of 
Mozambican soldiers in their ranfts 
(whom they arm with 1938 Mausers 
stilt kaving the stuasfiftos on them 
and use n< renêral scouts and camuM 
Jodder) they are relaiivety lost in 
the mterior,

Needless to say, the whole thing 
u?a^ {juiie on experience.

White running from the bombs, you

Moré projwundj ctearly and dra- 
maticatty, than the best of Afnam 
urriters aan depict t you come to grtps 
with what peopie actwlty endure just 
to govem their ovn fiues and live as 
ci peopie, as human beings. The fact 
thai peopie are willing to wndergo this 
day after day w twice a day r for over 
sevett years tioiü - this is the priae 
of a free Mozambique and the peopie 
are wilting to pay it. 

Eventually, we made our way to 
a banana ptantati&i nearby. This was 
not the best of places, for aromd U 
there were many cteared areas, dóft- 
gerous not only because they ui ere 
clear enough in which to land heli- 
copters and disembark troops * 

By this time, there were only iu»o 
guns arowtd us* We tried to lüerally 
becotne part of the banana trees. At 
one paint the helicopters were less 
than 50 feet from / CO«idn r i 

latierstond tke Portuguese being s^o- 
ken T bui I kttew thing $ were sertous„ 

The two brothers with us dropped 
the safety toch s on their rijles and 
for the first time during the eniire 
marck t chambered precious shells 
and pulled out additional ammvnitioh 
clips * Had tfïi? Portuguese landed, as 
it seemed they would, the 10-15troops 
in the helicaptesr would probably have 
wipêd us out. The FRELIMO bruikers 
were ready, nevertheless , to tahe some 
Portuguese with tkem, 

Tke thovghts in my mind nou? were 
tnuch deeper than Ihose when the 
hour and a half altack had first hegïtn. 
Some peopie have said when they feit 
the possibility of death was near, they 
sötü their entire lives pass quickty 
béfore them. My thovghts, huwever, 
uiere different , 

At first, l thought how bad U uwuld 


be to get ftilled and nat return to teil 
this story. But ï qwickly realized that 
the attack ttos it uös afi aöotd. 

I thought aboul my famiiyandaöoutthe 
work were trying io do at Malcolm X 

Liberation Uniuersily, bui more im- # 
portant / thought of the real impact 
of all this... 

The Portuguese did not sm us t 
and they moved awav* They flew mstead 
to the area they had visited three weeks 
earlier hoping to ffnd us there. Troops 
were disembarked there. It was a 2-4 
walk aioay and in the direction 
opposite thal we we going. 

Leaving tke banana plantation, we 
crawled tkrough the bush for what 
seemed like a year t bul was really 
aboui 20 minuies into a forest. Tke 
planes were 3 Uil draling overhead, 
sa we laid motionless for about an 
hour, Other grmtps begon arriving, 
sa we somt begatt a trek through 
the forest and up into tke sanetfu- 
artes of the moimtains. Here the 
natural terrain discouraged Portu¬ 
guese air attacks. 

A six day uxiit was in 

order for FRELIMO to properly assess 
the enemy r s neut positions * FRELIMO 
oims tto wave radios and all 

messagèS between various detach- 
meitts are carried by couriersonfoot. 

As I said earlier, ifte Portuguese 
do not know the land - it belongs 
io tke peopie of Mozambique, Their 
superior technology enobles them to 
land great multitudes of troops quite 
quickly, and to at tempt to putverize 
ouk peopie with bombs t Supplied by 
FA TO, they have modem weapons. 
But after they are disembarked and 
begin their search for the guerrïttas , 
they must return to their bases on 
the land.

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FRELIMÖ frccdotn fighters know 
this, and littïe did I tmow that during 
the very moments we were scramhling 
fat our livesj FRELIMÖ troops were 
ready matting to encircte the area

the Portuguese could take to gei out t 
and FRELIMÖ knew them ölï tvefl, 

Having gatten the larger party on 
the move, sotne of them uwuM moue 
tu set ti p ambushes along these Irails , 
Here they would watt* perhaps far 
hours, maybe for days t motionless* 
Soon the Portuguese would come and 
wihen they did, FRELIMÖ %vould be 
waiting* 

We stoytfd in the mountains for 
about str days. From time to time 
FRELIMÖ porties wotdd venture down 
and engoge tftg Portuguese in battle. 
It was nine days af ter the original 
a ttack, however, Ihat the major 
FRELIMÖ cQunter-assaidt against the 
Portuguese took placé* At the time of 
the original c tttack one group had sur- 
rounded ffig invaders white a second 
had gone ahead to await the Portuguese 
march out of the area* 

It was this second group wku then 
ambushed the departing Portuguese 
dealing them heavy losses* It is a 
Portuguese practice to take auxiy, if 
possibte, atl of ffcu bodies ofany sol- 
diers killed in battle so as to make it 
appear as if the guerrillas are scoring 
no successes*** 

Neverthetess, when u><? again met 
up with the brothers wko had carried 
vut this ambush, they told u$ that 
they freiieued aboul 15 Portuguese 
had been ktlied and it«> trucks blown 
up* 

The anly FRELIMÖ casmtty tiws 
one brother icAo had been i oounded 
dvring the time FRELIMÖ was first 
surromding the Portuguese* 

One aspect of the reality of this 
situation is very chse to those of 
u$ in the United States. Because 
Portugal is a member of NATO, many 
of her troops have received training 


in anti-guerrilla warfare from U.S. 
Army per sonnet* 

When I retumed to the U*S, t l 
spoke with brothers \oho had spent 
time in Viet Nam f described the Por¬ 
tuguese io them* Theysaid 

these ti tere the same kinds of tactics 
being taught and used in Viet Nam* 
(Oddly enaugk, they are werking no 
bette? for the Portuguese against 
FRELIMÖ than for the Americans 
against the Viet NameseJ 

I also leamed about other training 
that had been done by U.S. personnel 
and A’ücrft found trui that the odds were 
10-1 that the very helicopters which 
attacked tts and which were le$$ than 
50 feet from disembarking Portuguese 
killers to staughter us were being 
flown by men trained at Fort Bragg, 
Nortk Carolina, tess ifam 200 miles 
from Malcolm X Liberation Univer- 
sity* 

Thus, in a very real sense, one 
can see the sameness of the African 
struggle* Efforts we make towards 
recognizing and deatmg wé ito are 
very important,
